Spring has almost arrived and how do X know - well its 
quite easy. The approach of Spring is heralded by a number 
of signs. First there’s the arrival of the rate demand (up 
by about 25% this year, so I’m told). Then, through the same 
letter box, the Inland Revenue will bo sending out returns 
for the tax year ending April 5. No doubt you’ve also had 
your notice of maintenance monies outstanding from the 
developers, and of course there's what we are all waiting for 
- the Budget with all its belt-tightening implications, more 
feared than ever this year with threats of higher income tax 
an increased taxes on tobacco, alcohol, motoring and other 
’luxury goods’. ..... And just in case you missed it, the 
cost of sending a letter went up on March 17th to 7P first 
class and 5 ' 2 P second class (two years ago it was 3P and 2-g-p). 

So, what have we got to look forward to? Well, in April, 
electricity is likely to go up 30% and television licences go 
up to £8 (black and white) and £18 for colour. National Bus 
Company fares will rise an average 25% - 35% and car insurance 
premiums are following suit. On April 7th, school meals go 
up from 12p to 15p and on April 28th, telephone charges go up 
by an average of 29% on a household bill. The maximum 
connection charge rises to £45 and the quarterly rental from 
£ 6.25 to £ 8 . 25 .

So minute by 
minute the two rates will nearly double, Tho standard rate 
goes up from 1.5P to 1.8p a unit, but the time, 3 minutes, 
remains.

We have already endeavoured to protect the Village's 
position as far as possible. With regards to Pheasant Rise, 
it may be that the guarantor of the agreement, between Nunns . 
and tho County Council, to provide roads and lights, will 
ultimately be called tipon to complete the work. For 
Hollytrees, the position is not clear and we are keeping a 
close watch. If anyone needs advice or help, I will be 
pleased to assist.
